Frer the Enemy retir'd towards the River 

Xucar, they caus’d all the Troops they 

could draw together to. advance, and they 

were come to Fuente de Higuera, almoft 

affoon as we had Intelligence of their 

March. They hop’d to make Advantage of the 
fair Opportunity given them by the Delay of the 
Conjunction of ali che Troops of the two Crowns, 
the more becaufe Part of the Horfe were at Pafture, 
and befides they did not think the Army was fo 
numerous as it was. On the firft Information of 
the Enemy’s March, the Marfhal Duke of Berwick 
fent Order to all the Troops to draw out of their 
Quarters 10 Chinchilla. In the mean Time the Ene- 
my advanc'd to Caudete, thence to Yecla, and ap- 
proach’d Montalegre. The Duke de Popoli was en- 
camp’d there with a Body of Horfe: They attempt- 
ed to fieze and carry him off, but were repuls’d with 
Lofs. The 17ch the Army was form’d, and confift- 
ed of 52 Battallions and 76 Squadrons. Mean 
while the Enemy mov'd towards Villena and laid 
Siege to it. There was in that Caftle M. Grofteft 
Captain of the Regiment of Blaifois, who with 
seo Soldiers and 12 Peafants made fo vigorous a 
Refiftance, that he found them Employment till the 
22d, and the a3d they drew off, The Duke of 
Berwick march'd.the 22d, and the 23d arriy'd ar 
Almanfa. The Enemy came and encamp’d between 
Almanfa and Caudete. The 2§th about 11a Clock 
their Vanguard appear'd, and. about 2 all their 
Army was form’d inco Order of Battle, making a 
wide Front, and their Horfe were mix’d with their 
Foot, They had 44 Battallions, of which 19 were 
Portuguefe, the reft Englith and Dutch: And 54 
Squadrons of thofe 3 Nations, including 3 of th: 
Spanifh Rebels. The Army of the two Crowns 
was drawn up in a different Manner: For, the 
Foot were in the Centre, and the Horfe on the 
Wings. The Battle began about 3a Clock; and 
the Horfe of the firft Line of the Army of the two 
Crowns, where were the Guards dias Corps and Part 
of the Spanith Horfe, charg’d the Englih and 
Dutch Horfe, whochad behind them a Body of 
their beft Foot. . Phe French Horfe were on 
the Left, oppofite to the Portuguefe Squa- 
drons. Tho’ the Enemy gave Way at firft, 
the Englith and Dutch Foor, which compos'd 
the 2d Line of their Left, put our Right into 
fome Diforder; fo that our Men loft Ground a lit- 
tle. But the Guards rallying before they had retiz’d 
to the 2d. Line, drove, the-inemy back a 2d Time. 
hey return’d to the Charge however with Vigour : 
But the Duke of Berwick ‘canfing the Chevalier d’ 
Hasfeld to advance ‘with the Brigade of Maine, with 
their Bayonets)on the Muzzles of their Pieces ,. he 
charg’d them with fo great Vielence , that he bore all 
dewn before hith. TheRegiment of Naflau, which 
was reckon'd to be'the beft of the by Foot, was 
cutin Pieces, with fome others. At the fame Time 
the Duke de Popoli Lieutenant General, who fought 
on the right Wing, broke the Enemy’s Wing, that op- 
pos'd him, and their Horfe having abandon’d the Por- 
taguefe Foot, 10 Battalions were intirely defeated, 
and ‘their left Wing began to fly. . The reft of their 
rmy gave Ground mmmediately, and fled, the grea- 
teft Part in much Diforder. Only 13 Battalions, 5 
Englih, 5 Dutch, and 3 Portuguefe, kept together, 
and retir'd towards the Hills of Caudete: But the 
Chevalier Hasfeld being detach’d the fame Night, 
with a Body of. Horfe and fome Foot'to cut of their 
Retreat, furrountled therh ‘the 26th at Day-break, in 
ch a Manner, ‘that they all yielded themfelves Pri- 
oners of Way, About the Enemy were found 


with extraordinary Bravery : 


kill'd on the Field of Battle. The Day of the A@ion 
we had above 4000 Prifoners, the next Day about 
sooo were brought in, and weseckon we have in all 
above 9-do, without including 5; General Officers, 
7 Brigadiers, 25 Collonels, ana above 800 other Of- 
ficers. We have taken 20 Cannon, which were all 
the Enemy's Artillery, and 120 Colours or Standards. 
Three Leagues from the Ficld of Battle, we took all 
their Equipage, among which were a great Number 
of Calethes and Coaches for their (;fficers, and all the 
Marquis das Minas’s Houfhold with his Papers: He 
made his Efcape with what Horfe couid follow bim, 
to Xativa. My Lord Galloway was wounded in the 
Adon, and ‘tis reported is Gince dead. Of the Army 
of the two Crowns about 1500 Men were kill'd or 
wounded. The Marquis de sillery, the Marquis de 
Polaftron, and Don Diego Avila Brigadicis were 
kill'd. The Duke de Sarno, Lieutenant of the J soop 
of Italian Guards, was dangeroufly wounded in feve- 
ral Places, as were likewife the Marquis de Sant El- 
mo and the Marquisde Pifanella. Dow John Caraccio- 
li, Don Michael Aquaviva, and other Officers or Ca- 
dets of the Spanifh, Italian, and Walloon Troops of 
Guards were wounded. The French, Spanifh, and 
Italian Officers and Soldiers fought to outvy each other, 
ibe Duke of Berwick 
who appear’d every where, with In trepidity and fin- 
gularPrefence of Mind, has done them theJuftice to ac- 
knowledge this of them all; aad they all own chat 
this important Victory is principally owing to his Con- 
du& and Example. 

Madid, May 3. The .28th of Iaft Month, Don 
Pedro Ronquillo, Brigadier, and Colionet of the Re- 
giment of Afturias, brought the fi: ft News of the 
compleat Victory obtain’d over the Enemy the 25th 
of laft Month, in the Plain of Almanfz. For which 
great Rejoycings have been made here. That Even- 
ing the King went to the Cherch of our Lady of 
Atocha to return Thanks to Ged. The 29:h the 
Conde de Pinto brought hither above 100 Colours 
or Standards taken from the Enemy. Letters from 
the Duke de Popoli make the Nomber of Prifoncrs 
to be 9500, withour including Officers, of whom 
there are above 800. Ocher Letiess that came in 
the ift Inftanr advife, that the Chevalier d’Hasfeld 
had purfued the Marquis das Minas to Mativa, and 
"twas fuppos'd had thut bim upthere. The Duke 
of Orleans arriv’d in the Asmy the 26:b, and the 
27th fent a Body of Foot towards Valencia. A 
great Number of Arms taken from the Encmy, bave 
becn diftribured to the Militia of la Manch:, who 
on al! Occafions have given Proofs of their P.dciasy 
and Valour. The King has made, Don Pedro Ron- 
quillo a Major General. 

Pars, May 21. Letters from the Camp at Re- 
quena of the 3d of this Month advife, thar the 
Duke of Orleans encamp’d the 30th of April at Al- 
borea, with 50 Squadrons and 32 Companies of 
Grenadiers : The next Day bis Roya) Highbnefs 
pafs'd the Cabriel, and the 2d came before Requens. 
That Night the Marfhal Duke of Berwick fent ro 
fummors the Governour to furrender, threatning in 
Cafe of Refiftance to give no Quamer, The 3d in 
the Morning he yielded with his Garrifon, con ftting 
of 2 Battalions of Valencians, who are made Pri- 
foness, and the Troops of the two Crowns ented 
the Place the fame Day. 

A Courier difpatch’d the 8h Inftane from che 
Camp at Chefte has brought am Account, rbat the 
City of Valencia furrendred thar Day to his Royal 
Highnefs, who had feat 10 Bacsaflions 7 Squa- 
drors of Spaniards to enter it and prevent all Die 
order. The neighbouring Towns and Villages be- 
gan to follow the Example of Valencia.

The Duke de Noailles Lieutenant General, de- 
*tach’d an Italian Battallion, two Bartallions of 
Mountain-Fufileers, and fome Grenadiers, to march 
to Puycerda and try the Difpofition of the Inbabi- 
tants of Cerdaigne. He gave the Command of this 
Detachment to M. de Gandolfe, who in feveral 
confiderable Employments had given all poflible 
Proofs of Zeal and Fidelity for his King. He knew 
the Country perfectly weil, baring been Governour 
‘of Puycerda and Berga. He march'd with fo much 
Eagecnef:, chat without waiting for half of bis Detach- 
ment, which were kept back by the Floods, he 
march’d dire@ly to Puycerda. The Confuls in the 
Name of the Inhabicants offer’d ar fir to fubmit; 
but they fearing they fhould be plunder’d, defir'd to 
fign a Capitulation which he refus'd, and tho’ Night 
was then drawn on he caus‘d half the Detachment 
to entcr the Town, where meeting with little Re- 
fiance he penetrated as far as the Convent of the 
Auguftines, into which the Miquelets that were 
for the Archduke, with fome of the Inhsbicants and 
Peafants arm'd, had retir’d. Thefe being got coge- 
ther in a Place enclos'd with ftrong and high Wallis, 
ftop’d the Troops ; and the Suddennefs of the Action 
and Night having hindred M. de Gandolfe from 
taking the neceflary Meafures for attacking the Con- 
vent, and having nothing to break open the Gates 
with, he judg’d ic beft to retire. Abour 80 Men 
were kill'd or wounded infthis Atcempr. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated May 24. 

Bruffels, May 22. The Army of the Allies is 
form’d neat Hall; and confifts of 110 Bartallions 
and 177 Squadrons : No Troops ever made a better 
Appearence. The French Army (which as Deferters 
repor: is made "P likewife of well appointed Troops) 
lies at prefent for the moft Part about Mons ; but 
the Enemy give out they will come and encamp at 
Brughelette between Chievre and Cambron: If 
they have Spirit enough to do fo, a Battle will in- 
fallibly enfue, which our Soldiers defire with un- 
common Barneftnefs.

The Advices from Fianders fay 
the Enemy give out their Army under the Duke of 
Vendome will be very numerous; that their Horfe 
will confift of 206 Squadrons ; and that they have 
drawn from Germany the beft of rheir Troops to 
ferve in the Netherlands.
